It is an 
offeecial leid o Papua New Guinea an the maist widely uised 
leid in that kintra. In pairts o Wastren, Gulf, Central, Pro 
Province an Milne Bay Provinces, however, the uise o Tok 
Pisin haes a shorter history, an is less universal, especially 
amang aulder fowk. While it likely developed as a trade 
pidgin, linguists nou consider it as a distinct leid o its ain an 
refer tae it bi its ain name.
